KIDNAPPED BY THE INDIANS, 

This story which I well remember, 
was repeated to me often by my mother, 
my grandmother and my great- 
grandmother, There still exists in the 
parish of St, Supice an oft’-repaired old 
stone house, where the event I am 
going to relate took place, After reading 
this narration which I hold to be true, 
you will better understand my affection 
for the poor Indians and my natural 
inclination for the manner of living of the 
man of the North-West, When the first 
French settlers and their families were 
established on the shores of the St, 
Lawrence River, history tells us of the 
frequent alerts given by the surprise 
attacks of the fierce Iroquois, However, 
the Algonquins, allies of the French, 
were not without causing them misery 


and loss by theft, They watched their |

chance and at times succeededin carry= 
ing off a young white girl whom they 
would hide in their distant camps, to 
later make her the wife of some young 
brave, Now one day when the Duhamel 
family surnamed Sans Facon, proprie- 
tors of this legendary house were in the 
fields harvesting, a young girl of fifteen 
or sixteen years was in charge of the 
younger children, while the parents were 
at work at a considerable distance from 
the house, Very tired at the close of 
day they were startled to see the small 
children running to meet them as they 
returned home, These were exhausted 
with weeping and lamentations for their 
older sister had disappeared, In as much 
as they knew it was Indians, . . a large 
canoe ,, , their sister seized andtied, 
and taken off in the canoe... It is 
easier to feel than express the grief 
of all, The father ran to his neighbors, 
A search party was organized to search 
along the river and into the interior of 
the country. After several unsuccessful 
days, discouraged and without hope, all 
pursuit ceased, looked upon as useless, 


to abandon themselves to sorrow and 
regret, Indeed, as they were to learn 
later, while the parents were in the 
fields a canoe load of Algonquin Indians 
came ashore near the house, finding the 
children alone, seized the young girl 
and made off with her to their camp, 
then near Sault Ste, Marie, At that 
time small trading companies of French 
Canadian merchants had been formed and 
at certain times of the year they visited 
the Indian posts, especially those of the 
Algonquins, friends of the French, and 
exchanged their merchandise for the 
Indians’ furs, Amongthese traders there 
was a maternal uncle to the stolen girl, 


‘About four or five years after the girl’s 


disappearance, they were becoming acc- 
ustomed to her absence but had not 
forgotten her, One fine springtime it so 
happened that a group of these traders 
set out to trade with the Algonquin 
Indians of Sault Ste, Marie, In the group 
was this maternal uncle who served 
as guide, As usual when they reached 
the camp they were received cordially, 


and began trading, During this exchange 


our man observed the Indian women 
especially, -He suddenly noticed one and 
feigning a desire to make a purchase 
he approached her, She recognized her 
uncle and he his niece, but prudence 
was a must, The captive had two small 
sons, Plans were made for a night 
escape, At the word and time given, 
under cover of night she and her child- 
ren crouched down in the bottom of the 
canoe, In a few days she was received 
into the open arms of her family whose 
joy was as great as their sorrow had 
been deep when she had been takenfrom 
them, The boys were baptized under the 
family name of Duhamel and were my 
mother’s ancestors, Needless to say the 
captive had learned the Algonquin lang- 
uage, After her return home she had. 
often to speak this tongue to her chil- 
dren, especially at the beginning, The 
other members of the family retained 
many words and expressions, I still 
recall when my grandmother wanted 
us to keep silence she would stop us 
with these Indian words: Kawin onisisin 
anisinabe--keko! Keko! —
